CHICAGO, May 22.—E.nglewood had a real 
bull fight Sunday, and the matadors, two 
boys, Willie Reinig and George Jessup, nar- 
rowly escaped with their lives. 

For some time the boys have been read- 
ing Spanish literatura telling of bull fights, 
and they concluded they wanted to be mat- 
edors and receive the plaudits of their 
friends. (einig’s father is the owner of 
@ number of cattle, and among them is a 
big black Hereford bull, with short* horns, 
which have been capped with brass knobs. 
The animals are kept in a pasture near 
Seventy-eighth and Wood streets. 

Saturday Reinig and Jessup met by ap- 
pointment and laid their plans for the bul! 
fight. The first thing they did was to swear 
each other into silence as to telling their 
parents what they proposed to do. This 
done, they talked over the matter of who 
among their boy friends should be the fa- 
vored ones to witness the ‘real thing,’’ 
which Reinigz said the fight was sure to be. 
It was finally decided that twenty of their 
boy friends should be let into the secret 
and they were told that the contest would 
take place on Sunday. 

Promptly the invited guests and the two 
principals put in an appearance at the 
pasture where the fight was to take place. 
Reinig was armed with an old sword, 
while Jessup had manufactured a sword out 
of an old corn knife with a handle of wood. 
With these weapons the boys proposed to 
vanquish, the bull. 

Re'nig having the best wenpon, claimed 
the right to the first tilt with the beast. 
At a given signal from Harry Nelson, one

Reinig advanced into the field, dofféd his 
hat and started toward the bull. He had 
gone but a little way when the animal] 
charged wpon him.

Session Was that of George Torrence of 
Pontiac, IL, superintendent of the Illinois 
tate Reformatory, on “The Relation of the 
Cigarette to Crime.” Afier reciting his own 
experience with boys coming to his institu- 
tion Mr. Torrence said: “l am sure cigar- 
ettes are destroying and ! | 

ying making criminals 
of more of them than the saloons.”’ 
ls reformatory now there are 278 boys. | 
63, averaging 12 years of age, 58 
Were cigarette smokers. Of 133. averaging 
14 years of age, 12 were cigarette smokers, 
Of 8&8, averaging 15 years, 73 were cigarette 
smokers. This demonstrates that 92 per 
cent of the whole number were cigarette 
fiends at the time of committing crimes for 
ven they were committed to the reform- 
ory.

ONE KILLEDAND THREE HURT 


Peculiar Accident in East St. Louis 
to Workmen Who Were Unload- 
ing Lumber Cars. \ 


One man was killed and three were in- 
jured by a peculiar accident which hap- 
pened near East St. Louis Monday noon. 

Workmen were unloading lumber cars in 
the Vandalia yards on the fsland when a 
pile of timber slipped from the top of one 
ear and four laborers were buried beneatp 
the mass.

HUSBAND AND WIFE BOTH DEAD 


Well-Known Boston Writer and His 
Aged Wife Killed by Fumes of 


Illuntinating Gas. 


BOSTON, Mass., May 22.—W. T. Ball, a 
well-known newspaper man, and his wife, 
were found dead in bed to-day tn a room 
filled with the fumes of illuminating gas. 

Letters written by Mr. Ball, which were 
lying open on a table, disclosed the fact 


that it was a case of suicide. Despondency 
on account of ill health was given as a rea- 
son for the act. He was 6 years old and 
his wife was 73. 

Mr. Ball, who was an Englishman, came 
to Boston about % years ago. For many 
years he was the dramatic critic of two 
city papers. He was a noted Shakspearean 
commentator, and was a man of recognized 
culture and learning. He had done little 
newspaper work in the past 10 years.

ANOTHER CLEW 
10 JOE KIEFER 


St. Louis Detectives Have 
Formed a Theory. 


THINK KIEFER RAN AWAY. 


EVIDENCE OF LARGE DEBTS 
HAVE BEEN FOUND. 


He Wrote to One of His Creditors Ask- 
ing Further Time and Offering 
Interest’ on Deferred Pay- 
ments. 


Joseph Kiefer, saloon keeper, of Madison, 
Ill., left that town May 3. and to all intents 
and purposes he has never been seen since. 
Up to Sunday, it was believed, both in Mad- 
ison and in St. Louis, that he had probably 
been kiHed for his money, of which ‘the car- 
ried a large roll when he _  disappeare‘l. 
Now it is believed by the detectives who 
have had the case In charge that he may 
have left town to avoid paying his debts. 

Kiefer started from Madison for St. Louis 
May 3 about 1 o'clock. He crossed on tie 
ferry to the foot of North Market street, 
and walked up the Levee towards North 
Broadway, There, for a week, all trace of 
him was lost. Then, a few days later, there 
arrived at b‘s saloon in Madison some gro- 
ceries that he had purchased at Gibson &€ 
Sons’, Sixth and Market streets. These 


were bought the afternoon of May 8 and 
were paid for. 

On Thursday, May 4, the Post-Dispatch 
received a letter, which it: published at 
that time, saying that a man named Kiefer, 
a saloon keeper of Madison, had been 
drowned while crossing the river in a skiff, 
which he took because be was too late for 
the ferry. The letter bore the earmarks of 
a “‘fake.”” Kiefer was known as a good 
swimmer, and the spelling of some words 
was correct and incorrect in different 
4 ogg while the signature was undecipher- 
able. . 

Investigation showed that Kiefer usually 
had money and that when he left Madison 
he had a big roll of it. When he bought 
the goods in Gibson's, he still had this roll, 
and was sober. 

The theory that he may have been killed 
for his money was the only one that of- 
fered, especiaily as his reputation in Madi- 
50n was good, and search has been made 
for him ever since. Chief 
signed Detectives Schmidt 
work on the case, but up to Sundoay they 
failed to unearth anything new, although 
they had worked diligently and. inteiil- 
gently. 

But Sunday afternoon th etectives ob- 
tained from Fred Young, 30 North Main 
street, a letter in which Kiefer asked for 
more tine on some debts he owed Young.

LATTER MAY BE IN THE PLOT. 


LETTER RECEIVED BY THE PAK- 
ENTS MAKES THREATS. 


Says the Child, Which Is Only 20 
Months Old, Is Well, With Its 
Nurse, and That the Abduc- 
tors Will Write Again.

NBPW YORK, May 22.—The most remark- 
able kidnapping story that has been broug"t 
to the notice of the police in many years 
was told this morning by Arthur Clark, of 
159 Fast Sixty-ifth street. _ 

His servant, Carrie Jones, he said, had 
stolen his 20-month-old baby, Marion. 
Carrie, the nuree, took the baby out ina 
carriage yesterday afternoon. It was nearly 
5 o'clock when she left the house and she 
was told to be back by 6 o'clock. 
After sunset, and it had begun to grow 
chilly the Clarks grew uneasy over the non- 
appearance of the nurse and their baby. 

In alarm Mrs. Clark hunted up and down 
the neighboring streets asking all the po- 
licemen she met whether they had seen a 
servant tallying with Carrie’s description 
with a baby carriage. 

In his quest for the missing ones Mr. 
Clark got to Central Park. Police Sergeant 
McGinty at the station house there, placed 
several policemen at the disposal of the 
wellnigh distracted father to help him 
search through the park. 

Alongside a path which is usually de- 
serted after sundown they found the baby 
carriage in a cluster of bushes. But the 
carriage was empty. The father’s heart 
almost stopped beating. He feared to search 
the bushes. The thought almost drove him 
crazy that maybe his darling might be 
dead and her little body hidden in the 
bushes. The police found no trace of the 
baby or nurse anywhere. 

At midnight after they had given up their 
long, weary search in despair, Mr..and Mrs. 
Clark were trying to console each other, 
when there came a ring at the door bell. 

It was only a little boy, 13-year-old Fred- 
die Lang, who said he had been told by a 
woman to deliver a letter to Mr. Clark. 
The letter was written on paper like the 
copy paper used in newspaper offices. It 
was printed in pencil and read as follows: 


Do not look for your nurse and baby. They 
are safe in our possession, where they will 
remain for the present. 

If the matter is kept out of the hands of 
the police and the pewspaper you will get 
your baby back safe and sound. If, instead, @ 
you make a big time about it and publish 3 
all over, we will see to it that you never see 
her again. rT: 

We are driven to this by the fact that we 
cannot get work and one of us has a child 
dying through the want of proper treat- 
ment and nourishment. Your baby is safe 
and in good hands. The nursegirl is still 
with her. If everything is quiet you will 
hear from us by Monday er Tuesday.

To the anxious parents’ queries the mes- 
senger gave no more satisfactory reply 
than that he never before seen the woman 
who gave him the message and that he 
did not know who she was nor where 
she lived. 

Mr. Clark suspected the boy knew more 
about the matter than he was willing to 
divulge. Calling Policeman Howard, Mr. 
Clark turned the boy over to him, and all 
three went over to the gtation house in 
Central Park. 

Sergeant McGinnity subjected the lad to 
a rigorous examination but could elicit 
nothing further from him than he had al- 
ready told Mr. Clark. e boy was allowed 
to go. 

The description of the woman given by 
Freddie Lang at midnight does not cor- 
respond with that of Carrie Jones. 

Mr. Clark, who received the letter. turned 
it over to Police Captain Pngland, of the 
Arsenal, Central Park, and begged him 
to keep the matter from the newspaper. 
Carrie Jones, the servant who kidnapped 
the baby, was only. with the Clark family 
a week. She advertised for a situation, 
and her advertisement was answered by 
Mrs, QClark, who engaged her. 

Mr. and Mrs. Clark live on the top floor 
of the brown stone flat at 159 Kast Sixty- 
fifth street. In addition to Marion, the 
baby who was stolen, there is another baby 
between two and three months old. It was 
to assist Mrs, Clark in the care of the 
two children, that the nurse was hired.

ATTACKED BY A NEWSPAPER, 


DEFENDS HIMSELF BEFORE THE 
PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


The Fact Pointed Out That No Necgo 
Had Participated in Debates 
With the Inference Fear 
Maintained Silence.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 22.—At to- 
day’s session of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly Rev. W. H. Franklin, a colored 
minister of Rogerville, Tenn., read an ex- 
cerpt from a local paper which said that no 
colored member of the Assembly tad yet 
spoken in -the debates on account of the 
fear inspired by the recent outrages in the 


South, not Knowing. but they might be heid 
to painful account when they return. 

Mr. Franklin stated that the article was 
without foundation, and in justice to the 
colored members,to the assembly and to the 
people of the presbyteries which had re- 
turned colored commissioners there should 
be a public denial. 

Dr. Franklin explained that in the pres- 
byteries of Holston and French Broad, 
from which he comes, there are 
24 white and five colored ministers and 
6000 white and 1000 colored communicants, 
yet this overwhelming white majority had 
sent him as one of the two ministers to 
represent them, 

r. Franklin offered resolutions refuting 
the newspaper statement and explaining 
that the colored commissioners were not 
restrained from debate because of fear. 

+ iy 2 geo committees were announced, 
and the report of the committee on freed- 
men was read. 

After the report, which was highly con- 
gratulatary to the Freedmen’s Board, even 
though it had ended the year $40,000 In debt 
instead of free from debt, as the other 
boards, the roll was called on the appor- 
tlonment of funds to ‘be raised to cancel 
the debt. Some of the Presbyteries were 
@ssessed nearly $2000. The precise amount 
subscribed at once is now $35,000. 

The. Freedmen report would have been 
adopted without delay had it not been for 
one section of it, which refers to the recent 
Iynchings in the South. The case of the 
negro is spoken of as one ‘‘that appeals to 
us with imperious insistence because of the 
malefic prejudice and barbaric caste spirit 
that are to-day devising new tortures for 
the negroes body and new terrors for his 
soul. We join heartily with our fellow citi- 
zens and fellow Christians of the South in 
horror of these dreadful manifestations.”’ 

One commisstoner expressed a fear that 
while it was indisputable that the commit- 
tee had mention nothing but well-known 
facts in referring to the outrages. it might 
not be wise to let that portion of the report 
go out as the pronouncement of the as- 
sembly until it had been debated, it might 
be unwise to take any notice of the out- 
rages for fear.of aggravating race and sec- 
tional differences. The question was taken 
up‘later as a spectal order.

The latter part of this proposition is tne 
Same as that involved in the suit filed in 
the Supreme Court to compel the officers of 
both houses to sign his wineroom bill, The 
Mepublicans contest the point. 

The 47 yotes against the bill were all 
cast by Republicans except one, Which Was 
cast by Slate of Maries. 

Halil of Grundy made a point of order 
that the Conference Committee could not 
be adopted without a constitutional ma- 
jority, and asked that it be recorded, He 
read the constitutfonal provision sustain- 
ing his point. Speaker Werd sustained 
him, deelaring that the report was not 
adopted. This killed the franchise bill. 

W hitecotton tried to get further confer- 
ence, but was voted down. 


GOV. STEPHENS’ MESSAGE. 


Urging the Legislature to Pass a 
Franchise Tax Law. 
Special to the loat-Dispatcn. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 22.—Gev. 
Stephens to-day sent a message to the Leg- 
islature urging the passage of a franchise 
/tax law, in which he takes the following 
| ground: 

“If the franchise owned by a corporation 
enables the corporation to declare a divi- 
dend on a certain amount of value by rea- 
son of the use of the franchise, then cer- 


tainly a valuable property right exists and 
should bear its share of the burden of 
taxation. 

“An illugtration of the remarkable value 
of a mere franchise exists in the case of 
the ‘Central Traction’ street railway fran- 
chise in St. Louis, which was, I am in- 
formed, valued at more than a million dol- 
lars by its owners, althgugh at that time 
not one plece of tangiole property was 
— by the corporation holding the fran- 
chise. 

“That vast amounts of dividend paying 
property in the shape of franchise values 
exist to-day in our State free from taxation, 
no one doubts or can dispute. If this is 
true. the burdens of taxation do not rest 
equally upon our people. If one hand of 
the government of the State of Missouri is 
laid upon the property of the citizen and 
taxes wrung from him, and with the other 
valuable franchises, paying dividends on 
millions, dre to be bestowed on quasi-pub- 
ite corporations, carrying with the favored 
grant exemption from taxation, is it less 
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a robbery because it is done under the 
forms of law and is called taxation? 

“As a rule the quasi-public corporation 
owning a franchise has a practical monop- 
oly and is not subject to.the laws of com- 

etition. This renders the property pecul- 
“my valuable, 

“But the records of the State Board of 
Equalization for 1898 show imperatively the 
necessity for the taxation of franchise val- 
ues. By a reference thereto it will be seen 
that taking the stock and bond market 
values of the street railways of St. Louis, 
Mo., and assessing the proportion on the 
same basis as the property of thé ordinary 
land owner is assessed, that if the fran- 
chise values of said street railways, as re- 
flected in the market values of the stock 
and bond values of the railroads, had been 
assessed by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion, that the street railways of St. Louis, 
Mo., alone, would have paid into the State, 
School Board and city treasuries of 8Bt. 
Louis, Mo., $232,069.51 more in taxes in 1898 
t} they did pay. In other words, our 
fi re in 1898 to assess these franchises 
saved the street car companies of St. Louis, 
Mo., $232,059.51. 

“The majority of the State Board thought 
the board had no right to assess this fran- 
chise value under the present law. That 
these properties were worth $40,000,000 while 
being assessed at less than $10,000,000 is 
clearly shown by the recent gales of a ma- 
jority of said street car lines. 

“It is claimed under the present law that 
only the tangible property of franchise-own- 
ing corporations can be assessed. That, 
therefore, in the case of an electric street 
railway only the rails, wires, poles, ma- 
chinery, buildings and cars can be taxed. 
But usually the value of the stocks and 
bonds. on which dividénds and interest are 
paid exceed enormously the value of the 
tangible property. This difference repre- 
sents the value of the franchise. But the 
policy of our State cannot be mistaken on 
the question as tO whether or not franchises 
should be taxed, bh 

Section 2, Article 10, of the State Con- 
stitution provides:«"*The power to tax cor- 
_——— and corporate property shall not 

e surrendered or suspended by act of the 
Gefieral Assembly.”’ :; 

Is a franchise owned by a corporation 
property? It must be remembered a differ- 
ence exists between the mere charter or 
franchise of being & corporation and the 
franchises of a corporation independent of 
the charter. The former is not property; the 
latter is property. 

The corporate privilege of laying a track 
on a designated street, running cars there- 
on and woes y fares, is ‘held by the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri to be property ca- 
pable of sale and transfer. 

The citizen that owns a house on a atreet 
pays taxes to the State, county and city 
for the support of the governmen of each. 
If the street is improved. he is liable to a 
special assessment on his ‘house and lot to 
pay for said improvement, in addition to 
iis county and regular citwand State taxes. 

But under the law’of Missouri to-day, as 
it is construed by our assessing officiais. 
the street car company or the telephone 
company or the condult or gas company is 
allowed the valuable privilege of using said 
street without paying anything for the 
privilege for helping improve the street, be- 
ing taxed simply on the value of the poles, 
rails or pipes under, on or over the street, 
although the citizen living adjacent there- 
to pays a special tax to improve the stree* 
thereto. If these rails, wires or soles or 
pipes were on land owned by the corpora- 
tion, the said pipes, -wires, poles and rails 
would be taxed upon the real estate. Much 
greater reason exists for taxing them on 
the valuable privilege surreniered to them 
In the exclusive use of the highway. 

The street vender, the peddler, all pay 
taxes; merchants, brokers and manufac. 
turers and agents all pay occupation taxes 
on their callings because the State or city 
governments, as the case may be, need the 
money. 

Why should franchise owning corpora- 
tions not pay taxes on franchises which 
yield dividends, in order to help lighten the 
suurden of the tollers Who are strug.giing 
for existence, and whose energy, labor and 
activity render valuable the most of these 
franchises of quasi-public corporations? 

Take another class of franchises, that of 
bridges and terminal union depot compa- 


‘nies, which control the ingress and egress 


of all traffic at Kangas City and St. Louis. 
By their franchise or privilege they are en- 
AS.

This excess above the value of 
the tangible property representa the value 
of the franchise. This, our Constitu- 
tion and our Supreme Court say, is proper- 
ty, and should - taxed. 

fhe income value of property fixes its 
Value for purposes of gale. It should also 
fix its value for purposes of taxation. 

Would not the farmer canstituents of 
each member of this General Assembly be 
gla<dl to have the basis of his agricultural 
land fixed for taxation by the net income 
producing power of said land? 

If a basis of 5 per cent profit above cost 
of cultivation wae established for” the de- 
termination of the farm values of Missouri, 
how light would be taxes of the Missouri 
farimer ? 


To illustrate, say to the farmers of Mis- 
souri, we will arrive at the value of your 
land in the following way: Take out your 
cost of cultivating your 160 acres of land, 
including labor and the gathering, prepar- 
ing and marketing your crop, and then, if 
you have a net profit, we will determine 
the value of your 10 acres of land by ascer- 
taining what sum of money at 5 per cent 
interest will yield an amount equal tp the 
net profit you have made, and this shall be 
the value of your farm for taxation. 

Would not the farmer assent to that? 
Why should not the franchise-owning cor- 

erations have the same rule applied to 
hem? 

The stocks and bond market average val- 
ues reflect the whole value of the corporate 
property because the value of the stock 
and bonds of any corporation representa the 
value of its entire assets. 

This includes the franchise value. The 
amounts of dividends and interest paid, 
after paying fixed expenses, then represents 
the Income value of the corporate property, 
including the earning power of the fran- 
chise. his income value then represents 
a fair valuation for assessment, and if this 
property is assessed on t'hat basis the fran- 
chise wil! he taxed. _ 


Equality of privileges and burden is a ne- 
cessity to the preservation of liberty. Un- 
equal taxation is imposition of unequal bDur- 
dens. Organized capital constantly seeks 
tax exemption, and while clamoring always 
for a stronger government to protect cor- 

rate property, this impalpable, intangible 
egal fiction, clothed in the garb of a cor- 
poration, soulless, heartless, without heart 
or human sympathy or emotion, by this ex- 
emption from taxation, has a large propor- 
tion of its wealth withdrawn from paying 
its proportionate share in maintaining the 
government and a corresponding increase 1s 
thrown upon those least able to pay. 

In the case of streets and public Hehware 
on which valuable franchises are granted 
to corporations, the profit to the corporation 
comes from the public expenditures which 
the corporations appropriate to their own 
use. A franchise in the hands of a corpo- 
ration is property; it id an asset; it is some- 
thing oh which they issue stock. The cor- 
poration pays dividends on the value of its 
franchise, and it certainly ought to be taxed 
thereon. A great many of the corporate 
franchises of this State have been obtained 
free. They have, in many instances, grown 
to be very valuable because of the enter- 
— and industry of the citizens of our 

tate who built the great cities of our com- 
monwealth to their present ropor- 
tiore. The rights and privilegzes 
which these franchise-owning corpo- 
rations enjoy ove: the streets are ab- 
solute and they insist on ‘the enforcement 
of their right and the occupancy and use 
of the streets and highways where’ they 
have these privileges to the exclusion of all 
others. They insist upon the right of way 
for the passing of their vehicles. They in- 
sist on citizens’ non-interference with the 
apparatus they may have on the highways 
for the conduct of their business. They cali 
on the laws of the State to protect them in 
the enforcement of their rights and the 
use and occupancy of the highways, The 
State government is bound to furn‘sh them 
this protection. Why should not this priv- 
ilege and franchise, which is protected, pay 
its just proportion of the taxes for the pro- 
tection the State government gives it; the 
rapid growth of the great cities in this 
country and immé€nse lines of transporta- 
tion and the activity and enterprise of our 
American citizens render peculiarly valua- 
ble franchises of transportation corpora- 
tions and public service corporations in 
the great cities. 


The peculiar privileges and exemptions 
and profitable returns from these fran- 
chises granted these quasi-public corpora- 
tions have acted as a great inducement to 
capital and has impelled the investment 
end ts now impelling the investment of 
vast sums of money in these franchise- 
owning corporations, and if the franchise. 
which is, as a rule, the most valuable as- 
set of the corporation, is allowed to escape 
taxation soon a large share of the wealth 
of this country will be drawing splendid 
dividends from special privileges granted 
by the State and yet paying no taxes what- 
ever. This is contrary to the epirit of our 
laws and of our government. 


It is &@ menace to the peace, happiness 
and prosperity of our people. - 


The Democratic party has declared in fa- 
vor of this claws of legislation; the Dem- 
ocratic party is dominant in both branches 
of the General Assembly. The lower house 
has already passed a bill providing for the 
taxation of franchises, and it is now be- 
fore the Senate for consideration. Its pro- 
visions are fair. ample, just and adequate 
and I trust that this General Awsembly will 
not adjourn without the enactment of thie 
bill into a laW, Or Some similar provision 
that will provide an accurate method for 
the ascertainment of the value of this class 
of property and the assessment and taxa- 
tion thereof. I do not belleve that the peo- 
ple of this State will inderse non-action: in 
this matter by the General Assembly. Our 
State government has been short of rev- 
enue. We barely have enough to meet the 
current demands wit@vwout any extra funds 
for demands made by unfo nh emergen- 
cies upon the revenue of the &tate. 

It is true the bill for the taxation of beer 
has been passed and signed, but I doubt 
the constitutionality of the law, because of 
the fact that the conflicting opiniong there- 
on of the most eminent lawyers of our 
State, whe have given the subject deep 
study, and I do not think, It ts aafe to count 
upon any revenue at tls time from that

SHIP MAY BE A TOTAL LOSS. 


SMOCTH SEA PREVENTED A 
GREAT CALAMITY. 


The Exact Cause of the Vessel Losing 
Her Course Has Not Yet Been 
Explained by the Captain 
or Other Officers. 


COVERACK, May 22.—That every one of 
the 380 passengers on the steamship Paris 
was not lost is due to the fact that when 
she struck the rooks near here Sunday 
morning the sea was quiei and as smvoth as 
glaes. 

Within a short time the ship was sur- 
rounded with tugs and lifeboats and the 
passengers were soon transferred and taken 
ashore. 

The Paris this morning les fast on the 
rocké, where she struck just off Lowlands 
Point, two miles cast of this place. 

The weather is fine and clear, the sea 
smooth and a light off-shore breeze is blow- 
ing and everytaing is favorable for salving 
operations. 

The North German Lloyd steamer Bre- 
men, Which left Southampton on Saturday, 
arrived here this morni:.g under instrue- 
tions to embark for New Yerk the saloon 
passengers of the Paris. But the passengers 
are not ready to proceed on their voyage, 
many cf toem stil! suffering from the shock, 
80 thé Kremen continued on her passage 
westward.

UNUSUAL SIGHT IN NEW YORK.

It Marked the First Movement of the 
“Church Army,” and Attracted 
Much Attention.

NEW YORK, May 22.—For the first time 
in the history of the Episcopal Church in 
America, services were held last night on 
a street corner by a rector in the robes of 
fis office. A big crowd gathered and heard 
the sermon in respectful silence. The step 
taken is a remarkabdDie one. 

The services were held under the aus- 
pices of the Church Agny a« Thirty-fifth 
street and Broadway. At 2:3 p. m. Col. 
H. H. Hadley, lay director of the church; 
the Rev. Morris Coerr, rector of St. 
James’ Episcopal Church, and the Rev. Mr. 
Person of Philadelphia drove to the corner 
ina cab. All of them wore the white robes 
of the church, , 

A platform on wheels was drawn to the 
corner. On the platform was a reading ta- 
ble and chairs. There was onw blue banner 
displayed, bearing the words ‘Church 
Army.” 

(‘ol. Hadley said the plan had been crit- 
icized by some who did not believe in the 
wearing of the robes that were worn by 
the ministers of one denomination. Why 
should they not wear white robes, he asked, 
especially on the day that commemorated 
the descent of the Holy Ghost. 

They were representative or the Holy 
Spirit in the church. He said he expected 
a storm of criticism. 

Killian Van Rensselaer, a broker, made 
a like address. Col. Hadley had been wear- 
ing a stole. 

The Rev. Mr. Goerr removed the stole 
from the Colonel’s neck and put it about 
his own. Then he preached a fifteen min- 
ute sermon. 

The church, he taid, had forgotten or 
neglected its duty to the people, and the 
people had deserted the cnurches. He 
preached within four walls every Sunday 
to a mere handful of people. Now the 
churches were going out seeking the peo- 
ple. 

At the end of the services Col. Hadley and 
the others drove away in cabs. No open 
open air church gervices in the Tenderloin 
ever attracted as large a crowd or created 
so much of a sensation.

FORMER KENTUCKY OONVICT 
SUDDENLY BECOMES RICH. 


CASHED A WORTHLESS DRAFT. 


Pride Kept Him From Declaring His 
English Ancestry and He Suffer- 
ed in Silence. | 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 2.—J. B. Bur- 
ton, arrested in Louisville in 189% on the 
charge of obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses, and sent to prison, is heir to $l,- 
400,000. 


Burton gave a draft for $0 which was 
returned. unpaid. Burton made no defense, 
telling nothing of his pest or family, and 
Was sent to prison for three years. Now It 
develops that his name is J. Burton Bever- 
ley, an English subject. Beverley was sent 
to this country for his health when quite 
a boy, and he liked it so well that he re- 
mained and took the full college course at 
Washington and Lee University in Vir- 

na. 
ort then traveled for several years in all 

arts of the world, but returned to the 

Inited States in the early %s, when he 
became infatuated with horse-racing and 
fell in with a fast set of plungers. e was 
enabled to follow the game for several 
years by reason of frequent drafts on his 
rich uncle, who promptly honored them. 
Finally in 189% he landed in Louieville and 
cashed a draft for $0, which, for reasons 
not then explained, came back unpaid, and 
Beverley, or Burton, as he then gave his 
name, was arrested for obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses. 

After he went to prison he was made as- 
sistant clerk of the penitentiary and made 
friends with all the officials, to whom he 
confided the story of his life, but did not 
then tell his real name, In March his health 
failed, and Acting Gov. Worthington par- 
doned him. He borrowed money from the 
guards and officers with which to get to 
Buffalo, N. Y., where he has since under- 
gone a surgical] operation. 

Early this year advertisements concern- 
ing him were sent out from Washington, 
resulting in tracing him to Louisville, 
where all clews were lost in 189%, when he 
was convicted.- After he reached Buffalo 
he saw one of the advertisements and an- 
ewered it. 

A letter from Beverley to one of the pris- 
on guards, received this week, details the 
happenings since his pardon, and money 
was inclosed to repay all from whom he 
had borrowed before leaving Frankfort. He 
further stated that his uncle had recently 
died and left him about $1,400,000, and he 
would sail for England this week if able 
to travel, 


"THIS REVOLUTION’ 


DR. DE COSTA ON THE HIGHER 
CRITICISM OF THE BIBLE. 


SYSTEM OF DOUBT AND DENIAL. 


Hitherto Sacred Places Now Dllumined 
by Reflected Light of Pagan 
Altar Fires. 


NEW YORK, May 22.—Rey. Dr. Benj.F. De 
Costa of St. John The Evangelist Church 
prepared a sermon in answer to Bishop Pot- 
ter’s action in ordaining Dr. Briggs and 
started to preach it, but after he had talked 
for about five minutes he was so overcome 
by emotional feeling that he passed ower 
the bulk of manuscript and dismissed his 
congregation with a ten-minutes sermon. 
But after the service he gave out his man- 
uscript with the announcement that he 
was unable to deliver it entirely. The ger- 
mon said, in part: 

We live under a new dispensation. We 
have reached a new epoch. The work at- 
tributed for the last eighteen centuries is 
now challenged. Protestants are now en- 
gaged in rending the Bible in pieces, de- 
claring that it is not infallible and that the 
Old and the New Testaments abound in 
myths and legends, At the threshold of the 


wth century theological teachers all over 
the land are declaring that the Bibie was 
not made infallible by the guidance of God 
the Holy Ghost. I could not select from 
any part of the Bible which wouid not be 
challenged by some Protestant. 

“This system of doubt and dental has en- 
tered the Episcopal Claurch and its chef 
advocate has been deliberately received into 
the ministry. It is Known as “the higher 
criticism.’’ Th's is revolution. I would fain 
turn away from the issue, but the system 
of criticism under consideration has been 
recognized as allowable and within the lib- 
erty ot all by the official action of the dio- 
cese of New York. This precedent must 
be accepted by the body at large. 

“There is now no question about the fu- 
ture attitude of the Wpiscopal Church in 
respect to the Bible. The Scriptures are no 
longer to be enforced as an infallible gulde. 
The church has relaxed the appearance of 
authority and its interpretations may now 
be governed by individual caprice. This re- 
sult follows from former issues ending with 
the Brooks case. Another case has now 
been literally forced upon the church, ar- 
raying the students in two hostile camps. 
Hitherto sacred places are illumined by the 
reflected light of Pagan altar fire. Belief 
in the Bible as the inapired word of God is 
a ‘fundamental doctrine.’ If this doctrine 
is impugned so are the doctrines generally 
of the whole church. 

‘It is affirmed broadly in the ‘Genera] In- 
troduction to the Study of the Holy Scrip- 
tures’ (Dr. Briggs’ book). that what we call 
the Bible is not reuily the Bible; that the 
earlier manuscripts have been lost and that 
the real Bible is yet to be discovered. But 
I wish to show that the scheme of criticiem 
advocated by the distinguished author of 
the above strikes at what the Episcopal 
Church ever held sacred and fundamental. 
We still have the ‘ancient authors,’ but 
these are valueless for the reason that they 
relied upon insufficient Scripture writinga. 
which, as our author says, are ‘covered 
over with the debris of traditional interpre- 
tations.’ On this testimony we have no re- 
liable authority for apostolic orders, all be- 
lief in which is a fundamental doctrine. 

“BPvery fundamental doctrine and teach- 
ingof the church is undermined and stripped 
of authority. The facts of the case are per- 
fectly evident and it is in vain that any 
man haughtily undertakes to bring the 
charge of ‘ignorance,’ much less ‘malice.’ 
We know what the Bible says and what 
the prayer-book declares, and we should 
not fear to face the fssue or point out the 
nature of this joint attack upon the Bible 
and the chu ; 

“It has been well sald that the ‘higher 
critics’ are now bivouacking around the 
smoldering campfires of Tom Paine.”’

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THE WATERWORKS DEAL 


The biggest municipal steal in sight is in the waterworks, 
where a filtering plant must be constructed within the next 
three yéars. 

St. Louis has the finest water plant in the United States. It 
has beet honestly and skillfully constructed under the careful 
supervision of Water ,Commissioner Holman, whose capacity 
is proved and recognized and whose integrity is unquestioned. 

Mr. Holman 1s objectionable to the gang of pilferers now in 
control of the municipality. He has steadfastly opposed the 
debaseinent of the waterworks force to political machine pur- 
poses “nd all the schemes of loot proposed in the construction 
of the waterworks or of a filter plant. 

President McMath, in the Post-Dispatch, exposed some of 
the scheming which has been going on for years to bring the 
waterworks within the field of loot and to get possession of 
them through a filter contract. None of the schemes have 
made headway under Mr. Holman's management of the water- 
works. But the schemes have not been dropped. They are or- 
ganized, backed by ample capital and in the hands of shrewd 
and unscrupulous men. Holman is to be thrust aside for a 
Water Commissioner available for jobbery. 

In the slate now pending in the Council Mayor Ziegenhein 
nominated for the Water Commissionership a man shown by 
the Post-Dispatch to be a non-resident of St. Louis and a 
promoter, who admitted that he accepted pay from a filter com- 
pany to secure a most objectionable filter contract with the 
city and that he wanted the office because it would be worth 
thousands of doliars to him in his business. 

Is this the type of man who is to be put in charge of our 
waterworks, with the important task of putting in a filter 
plant? Is the management of the waterworks and the build- 
ing of a filter plant, upon which the life, health, comfort of 
the people depends to be placed in the hands of promoters and 
lobbyists? 
The Mayor and the Counci! should take warning. The people 
will rot stand tampering with the waterworks. Incapacity 
and dishonesty would be fata! there. 
The Post-Dispatch has no candidate or choice for Water 
Commissioner. It merely demands that the people of St. 
Louls be protected by the appointment of an honest, capable 
man whose work. will not fall below the standard of the pres- 
ent incumbent.

CHICAGO, May 22.—Miss Rella C. Har- 
ber, Secretary of State and Interstate 
Good Roads and Public Improvement As- 
sociation, who is traveling through Illinois 
arranging a number of district good roads 
conventions, and a State convention, to be 
held in Springfield in the fall, has arrived 
in Chicago. Said Miss Harber: 

“We intend to have all these conven- 


tions come off in rapid succession tn Au- 
gust and September, and to conclude with 
a State convention in Springfleld, to which 
delegates wiil be elected by the district 
convention. I have been very successful 
so far in enlisting the co-operation of 
commercial bodies in the different towns, 
and they seem really interested in the work 
as soon as they understand it. 

“I have had some trouble, however, in 
explaining that our association is work- 
ing, not for hard roads, but for good roads. 
Farmers easily become frightened at the 
hard roads proposition, for they think of 
macadam, and know that would mean in- 
creased taxation. Ail we want is to make 
good soft roads that, in years to come, will 
furnish foundations for good hard roads, 
and we regard our work as educational. 

“We do not intend to Increase taxation 
one bit, for we know that the #4,000.000 an- 
nually expended by Iinols is sufficient to 
bulld good roads everywhere. But we want 
the farmers to let that State do the work 
and not work out their poll t by pre- 
tending to build good r s. Not that they 
do not mean to do the best they know how, 
but they have not the facilities for the 
work and cannot do it as it should be 
done. Our idea is to make a aod road at 
less money than it now costs. 

“We want, if possible, to see the road 
tax reduced to a dollar. but we want the 
farmer to pay that dollar tnto the treas- 
nry instead of working it out, as is now 
the case, and we expect to show ‘him how 
it willl We to his advantage to do it.” 

The association represented by Miss Har- 
ber embraces 22 States and is the  out- 
rowth of a State convention in Missouri in 
897. at which 700 delegates were present. 
A committee of seven, consisting of Miss 
Harber and six men, was appointed to or- 
ganize county associations. At the end of

ONLY RECOURSE AGAINST THE 
CHICAGO CANAL. 


TO BE OPENED IN OCTOBER. 


The Volume of Water Will Be Less 
Than Is Provided for Under 
the Law. 


The issuance of a permit by Secretary 
of War Alger for water to be turned into 
the Chicago Drainage ditch leaves St. Louis 
With only one more recourse to prevent the 
contamination of her water supply. 

Under an amendment to the River and 
Harbor bill the Supreme Court of Illinois 
has power to enjoin the Drainege Board. 

It cannot pass upon the question of con- 
tatnination cause the State, by author- 
izing the construction of the canal, es- 
topped itself from raising such a question. 
But under the previsions of the amend- 
ment referred to a question can be raised 
by suit, which may be brought by any 
citizén or corporation or municipality of 
Illinois ,as. to whether the conditions ac- 
companying the authorization tg open the 
canal are being complied with. 

One of these conditions is that a flow of 
not less than 360,000 cubie feet of water per 

.thinute shall be maintained in the canal. 

President MceMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements, who was cwairman of the 
St. Louls Drainage Canal Commission, 
which investigated the canal, is certain 
that such a flow cannot possibly be main- 
tained. He gays the Chicago people ac- 
knowledge that they cannot maintain such 
a flow.

Judge Withrow Determined to Ccn- 
duct His Own Investigation of 
the Woman’s Responsibility. 


Judge Withrow has sént a letter to Jail 
Physician George Kearney, requesting him 
to make an examination of the mental con- 
dition of Mrs. Alice Becker, who is now 
confined in jail on a charge of contempt, 
and report to him whether he thinks her re- 
sponsible for her acts, 

Henry W., Watson, Mrs. 
ney, has made application for her release 
on the ground that she has used morphine, 


898. that her w.ll power 
has been destroyed, and she has been ren- 
dered mentally irresponsible. He has filed 
many affidavits in support of hig conten- 
tion 

Judge Withrow said Monday that if Mre. 
Becker was insane he would release her 
immediately. He declared, however, that 
the affidavits didn’t prove entirely to h.5 
satisfaction that her mind was unsound, 
as none of the affiants were experts on 
inganity. 

He finally eancluded that he would learn 
the true condition of her mind by having 
an examination made by a physician who 
had not been retained by either of the par- 
ties Ww the original sult which resulted in 
Mrs. Becker's cotnmmitment for contempt. 
By consent of the lawyers in the case, he 
instructed Dr. Kearney to make a careful 
examination of Mrs. Becker without per- 
ya her to know what he was about. 

earney will report generally upon 
her mind and: will also inform the court 
whether fie discovered any evidences of the 
excessive use .of narcotics of any kind. He 
will announce the result of his examination 
Tuesday morning. 

Mrs. Becker has been confined in jail two 
weeks on a commitment for contempt of 
court. Judge Withrow ordered her to tell 
what she had done with certain ods 
which the court had directed the Sheriff to 
take from her. She at first refused to com- 
ply with the order, but subsequently said 
she could not, as she had long ago sold 
the articles and had forgotten the name 
of the purchaser. The Court was still of 
the opinion that she was trying to elude 
the process, and he sent her to jail to await 
his order. 

The Court of Appeals has declared the 
commitment proper, and if Dr. Kearney 
doesn't report favorably orf her insanity 
plea, she will probably remain in jail.

DEATH’S DOOR. 


DOCTORS SAID PNEUMONIA. 


Sufferer Knew Better and the Sur- 
geons Performed the Operation ; 
That May Save a Life. 


OHICAGO, May 22.—li-year-old George 
Flood of 102 Huron street, who swallowed 
a peanut which fell into his lung two 


months ago and who has since lain on a 
cot in the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital in a 
dying condition, suffering with coughing 
spells and severe pains, was operated on by 
the hospital physicians. The boy’s lung 
was cut open and in the bottom in a ca- 
vity the peanut, which almost ended the 
boy’s life, was found. The physicians at- 
tending the lad during his two months’ con- 
finement in the hospital had thought the 
boy was suffering with a case of pnue- 
monia. 

Flood swallowed the peanut on the night 
of March 17. He was on an errand and 
bought a package of peanuts from a street 
vender, He had eaten most of them when 
he put the remaining ones in his mouth. 
When about to swallow them a gust of 
wind struck him in the face which made 
him cough. He drew a breath of air and 
at the same time a peanut was drawn in, 
which lodged in his lung. A moment after 
dizziness came over him and in a fit of 
coughing he fell to the sidewalk. 

The young boy regained his feet after a 
few minutes and drank some water. He 
thought the nut lodged in his pipe leading 
to his stomach and by eating he could 
force it down. He procured an orange and 
ate it, quarters at a time, but no relief 
came from it. His breathing became heav- 
ier and he made his way home to secure 
aid from his mother. Everything possible 
was done for the boy, but nothing could 
be found to stop his coughing. The next 
day the boy was taken to the héanite:. The 
boy’s condition daily became worse instead 
of better. He told the physicians he 
thought he had swallowed a peanut, but 
they thought he had a well-developed case 
of pneumonia and went to work giving 
medicine to cure him. 

Finally the physicians decided the best 
they could do was to perform and opera- 
tion and find the real cause of the trouble, 
and prepared for tH® operation of yester- 
day morning.

TO ENLIGHTEN THE PUBLIC. 


Well Known Judges and Physicians 
Invited to Attend and Learn 
New Truths. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 22.—There will be a 
meeting next Sunday afternoon at the Met- 
ropolitan House under the auspices of the 
(Ihristian Science Churches in New York 
City and vicinity. The object of the gath- 
ering is to present to the public a religivous, 
medical and legal review of the Christian 
Science faith. Several well-known judges 
and physicians have been invited to sit 
with the official readers on the stage and 
have consented to be present, 

The principal speaker will be the Rev. 
Carol Norton, C. S. D., one of the official 
readers in the West Side Church of Christ 
at Kighty-second street and the Boulevard. 
He is one of tthe most active Christian Sci- 
ence leaders in this city. The Rev. Mr. 
Norton will be introduced by a Judge of 
the Supreme Court, 

“The idea of this meeting in the Metro- 
politan Opera House,’’ said a member of 
Mr. Norton’s congregation, ‘is to gather 
together inielligent persons of various 
church denominations, or of no denomina- 
tion at all, and - tell them the truth 
about Christian Science.” 

The subject of the sermon ifn all Chris- 
tian Science churches yesterday was ‘‘An- 
cient and Modern Necromancy, or Mesmer- 
ism and Hypnotism.”’ 

It consisted, as it always does, of alter- 
nate readings from the Bible, and from 
‘Science and Health,” the official text- 
book. 

These are some of the passages read from 
“Science and Health”’:: 

‘‘Mesmerism is mortal, material illusion. 
Animal magnetism its the voluntary or in- 
voluntary action of error in all its forms 
and is the human antipodes of Divine scli- 
ence, Science must triumph over sense, 
and truth over error, thus putting an end 
to the hypothesis involved in all false the- 
ories and practices.”’ 

“In no instance is the effect of hypno- 
tism other than the effect of illusion.” 

‘‘Mental quackery rests on the same plat- 
form with all other quackery. The chief 
plank in this platform is the doctrine that 
science has two principles in partnership, 
one good and the other bad, one spiritual, 
the other material, and that these two may 
be simultaneously at work on the sick.” 


RUSSIAN STRIKERS RIOT. 


Fought the Police and Military, but 
Are Finally Overcome. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May  22.—Advices 
from Riga, capital of the Baltic province 
of Livonia, announced that on Saturday 
last the workmen employed in a jute fac- 
tory there struck for ‘higher wages, and 
joining with the workmen of the Phenix 
arms factory, destroyed and burned a num- 
ber of houses and fought the police and 
military.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 22.—The rep- 
resentatives of the Standard Oil Company 
have been in Southern California for sev- 
eral weeks. They are making a thorough 
investigation of the oil districts. . 

The exports of refined oil ‘rom the United 
States has fallen off notably within the 
last few vears. Other countries notably bor- 
neo are now supplying the Asiatic market. 
The intention of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, it is now asserted, js to secure oil 
property in Southern California and estab- 
lish refineries and enter the ‘Asiatic mar- 
ket. Ever since the first discovery of oil in 
Southern California, the development of the 
fields has been steadily increasing and new 
fields are being found.
